Bee Division of Responsibility Here. 

* One cannot fail to notice the effect in 
the French capital of reports from 
Washington that the State Department 
in the conversations is now acting as 
transmitting agency for the Debt Fund- 
ing Commission. This is something rath- 
er new for the French, who are accus- 
tomed to regard communications from 
a Foreign Office as representing the 
simple attitude of the government con- 
cerned, and the fact that the State De- 
partment seems to them to be sharing 
or avoiding responsibility hits them as 
significant. Of course, the French 
would prefer to, deal solely with the 
State Department, leaving to the Amer- 
ican Government the task of distributing 
\responsibility, but if it becomes’ more 
apparent that there is lack of accord at 
Washington that development may not 
help negotiations, for M. Briand would 
not be a diplomat if he did not seek to 
benefit by any split among those with 
whom he is dealing. And M. Briand is 
a diplomat, and a very good one. 

The idea emphasized in dispatches 
from Washington that the hand of 
President Coolidge and Secretary Kel- 
logg is being forced. by the Debt Fund- 
ing Commission and Congress makes 
little appeal to Frenchmen, who re- 
tort that if the American Government, 
gure of office for four years, may be 
swayed by Congress, what-must be the 
eare of the French Government, which 
may be thrown out: in the ten minutes 
it takes the Frenchy ,Chamber to cast 
a vote?

BORAH WANTS WAR 
OUTLAWED AS CRIME 


Only Permanent Basis for Peace 
Is Justice, He Declares at 
Ann Arbor. 


Senator Condemns the League 
and the World Court as Relics 
of Old Imperialism.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., May 18.—Con- 
demning the League of Nations and the 
World Court as vestiges of Old World 
imperialism and advocating a more tol- 
erant attitude in the handling of inter- 
national affairs, Senator Borah ex- 
plained his. stand on the League of Na- 
tions, the World Court, the recognition 
of Russia and war in an address deliv- 
ered before the students of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan here today. 

“The fundamental principle abdelt: 
ing the League of Nations and the 
World Court,” he stated at the’ outset,

“The only basis of peace on which we 
can build permanently is justice,’ he ex- 
claimed. — 


Would Have People Vote on War. 


“The ‘trouble in Europe today is the 
same as it has for centuries,” 
he declared. “It is a problem of boun- 
daries.. There never have been nor 
never will be sufficient armaments to 
settle territorial boundaries perma- 
nently.’’ 

He reiterated his contention: that the 
League granted. to tem men the power 
of declaring and concluding war by 
allowing them to decide how the League 
would line up against an. aggressive 
power. This was contrary to all the 
democratic tendencies of the ages. 

“If. it were in my power to make 2 
constitutional amendment,’’ he declared, 
“it would’ be this—that. no war should 
be declared. save onthe vot@ of the 
people, those who have to fight the 
battles and bear the burden.” 

He held that advocates of the League 
stated that the’ protocols amplify the 
original covenant and do not create any 
new obligation. This was an implied

“The court is nothing but a legal de- 
partment of the League of Nations,’’ he 
said, turning to the Worid Court. ‘The 
League is to supply the law and give 
it authority and sanction.

Foreign Minister Says Germany 
Never Will Agree That Polish 
Frontier. is Permanent.

BERLIN, May 18.—Bitter criticism of 
the Entente attitude toward Germany, 
especially regarding the continued non- 
evacuation of the Cologne zone, was éx~- 
pressed with his customary vehemeuce 
today by Foreign Minister Stresemann 
in his long-awaited speech before the 
Reichstag on German foreign policy. 

The theme of Hentr. Stresemann’s 
speech, which lasted ‘more than an hour 
anda half, Was contained in the fol- 
lowing - statement: 

“The dispute between the Entente and 
Germany does not hinge on the fulfill- 
ment or non-fulfillment or: this or that 
clause of the Versailles Treaty. It 
hinges on the question of whether re- 
spect and equality:can be denied for an 


60;000,000 souls.”’ 

Though Germany has not_received an 
answer from the Entente on her secur- 
ity pact. proposals—which naturally 
rather cramped him in -his speech 
| today—Stresemann nevertheless’ went) 
deeply into the whole question/of.Ger- 
many’s foreign relations. Again he 
painted for his audience ‘a picture of a 
disarmed, peaceful Germany, thwarted}

Referring to thé qtiedtion of Germany's’ 
eastern frontiers, which has so agitated 
Europe -recéntly, Herr Stresemanh de- 
nied that Germany’s proposals implie® 
any hostility toward Poland, or fore- 
shadowed a German attempt'to alter the 
eastern frontiers by force. But ne added 
that Germany never would agrée to the 
permanency of those frontiers. In con- 
clusion, he. emphasized Germany’s will- 
ingness to negotiate toward a solution 
of the pending difficulties, adding, how- 
ever, that all efforts must fail unless 
other nations were inspired of the same 
honorable desires. 

Referring to Germany’s entry into the 
League of Nations, Herr Stresemann re- 
peated what German spokesmen already 

have stated, viz., that a disarmed Ger- 
many. cannot undertake any warlike 
move such as would be possible to na- 
tions which have not. disarmed. — This 
German view has not been taken. into 
account at Geneva by the ments 
Council, he said. 

Herr Stresemann then reiterated the 
German Government's intention to carry 
out the Dawes plan. So far, Germany 
hag fulfilled all of her obligations under 
the plan, he said, and she means to con- 
tinue doing so, despite changes in her 
Government. He also took up the recent 
improvement in the relations between 
Germany and other nations. Among 
these he especially emumerated the 
United States, Mexico and Japan. The 
United States, he declared, is the most 
active nation in furthering the ecenomic 
restoration. of Europe, adding that no 
nation could view this American activity 
swith more pleasure than Germany. 

“TI am glad to state that our relations 
with the United States are entirely sat- 
istactory,’’ declared Herr Stresemann. 
“The valuable credits wherewith Amori- 
can finance has helped us recently were 
most important to our exhausted eco- 
nomi¢ elements. In other directions. also, 
all signs point to thé fact that the un- 
derstanding of Germany is .increa 
in the great transatlantic republic.’’ 

Starting with an expression of the 
acute disap,ointment in Germany over 
the non-evacuation. of Cologne last 
January, Herr Stresemann. said:

Tells of Expected Profits. 

Tt. Rosenblatt also stated that to, in- 
duce him to purchase stock it was. fur- 
ther represented that the purpose of the 
Federated Radio Corporation. was to 
“constitute a self-contained combination 
of the radio industry, from: the many- 
facturing of parts used in: the. assem- 
bling “of sets to the merchandising ‘of } 
finished goods and accessories,’’ and 
that it was represented that the Fed- 
erated Corporation should’ receive from 
its stock holdings in these corporations 
a profit.in excess of $10 a share on :200,- 
000 shares of stock, in addition to the 
profits’ from its own operations.

Launching a sharp attack on Govere | 
nor Smith's financial policies as und

measures had shifted rather than lifted 
the burden of taxes. Governor Smith, 
the only other speaker, listened to the 
attack and then vigorously met it, in, 
his best campaign manner. 

The Congressmen and the Governor 
were paired to discuss ‘‘Economy and 
Efficiency in Government.” In his speecht 


ing to the “borrowing methods of the 
present Administration,’’ the State sure

000,. the lowest in many years. Citing 
figures for the period of 1921 to 1925, 
he declared that expenditures in thd 
State had increased approximately $35)< 
000,000. The debt, in gfoss, he figured

Urging that the State adopt the Fed« 
eral Budget system, the Congressman se§ 
fofth figures showing what that sys< 
tem had eccomplished at Washington 
‘since 1920.

Governor Smith Replies. © 

When Howard Elliott. introduced Gove 
ernor Smith.as ready to reply to the, 
Representative the 1,200 diners caught 
an ominous jutting of the. Governor's 
chin, He appeared to have been: stirred 
‘by thé attack—which he jotted down vo-e 
luminously as. the. speaker made it—and 
he went to the counter-attack ‘ without 
further ado.

When asked by a friend if the Gov- 
ernment would not help to save the re- 
cently discharged employes from misery 
the President replied: * 

**No,- and’ yet I believe I have been of 
great service to them. ‘Time will tell.

You can see that they do not 
drown, but instinctively learn how to 
strike out for themselves. 

“The nation has gained several hun-

. Sigaged in boring from. within the 
Church, the Rev. Dr. James S. William- 
gon, pastor of the Kings Highway Con-

The scene of the verbal encounter, was 
the Majestic Theatre, in Fulton Street,

Mr. Bryan spoke 
sitting in a chair because, he said, his 
sixty-five years made themselves felt ih 
his knees. 

During the early: part ‘6f his address, 
Mr. Bryan asked his audience questions 
and it was one of these that brought a 
reply from ‘Dr. Williamson. Mr. Bryan 
had just stated.'that the Modernist 
would bring gloom to this world by ex- 
tinguishing the spiritual light, and asked 
if there were present any: who belonged 
toa church that supported the Modern- 
ist doctrines. The reply came from Dr. 
Williamson. 

“You are unfair to us,’’ Dr. William- 
gon said. ‘You do us an injustice.” 

“What church?” ‘asked Mr. Bryan. 

“I am a Congregationalist,” replied 
Dr. Williamson. 

“Do you believe in the virgin birth of 
Ghrist?” asked Mr. Bryan. 

“Our church believes in the majority 
fule.

stating that he believed in evo- 
lution, “Dr. Williamson said that he be- 
Meved Mr. Bryan had done an injustice. 
“Our church is free,” he said. ‘“‘We are 
the only persons who have a complete 
democracy.” —- 

The meeting ‘at which, Mr. Bryan 
spoke was arranged. by the Rev. Wil- 
Mam Carter, pastor of the Throop Ave- 
mue Presbyterian Church; the Rev. 
Frank E. Simmons of Westminster 
Presbyterian Church; the Rev. J. G. 
Snyder of the Olivet Presbyterian; 
Church anl the Rev. J. F. Carson of the\ 
Central. Presbyterian Church, all of 
Brooklyn.. Mr. ‘Carter presided. 

In his introduction Mr. Bryan said 
that he was a leader in the. peace move- 
ment who had never been out of a fight 
since ‘he entered politics. His defense 
was made, he said, for the Bible as 
based upon the. Apostles’ Creed and his 
fight was against ‘those who, mole like, . 
would. from within. undermine pe whole 
Christian structure.

- ON CENTRE ST. LOOP 


Nicholson Finds Wooden Equip- 
ment Is a Menace and Should. 
Be Replaced at ( at Once. 


“The staat Gai ts See that the operation of 147 
wooden or semi-wooden cars in the Cen- 
tre Street loop by the B. M. T. is a 
menace to the safety of passengers, and 
that the company should'be required to 
buy at least 500 new steel cars,+ was 
made yesterday by Corporation Counsel 
George P. Nicholson in a letter to Mayor 
Hylan. The letter followed an investi- 
gation directed by the Mayor six weeks 
ago as the result of the assertion of 
Gerhard M. Dahl, Chairman of the 
B M..T. Board of Directors, that the 
company would raise $15,000,000 for im- 
provements if the city would build the 
Nassau .Street line. 

Mr. Nicholson declared that inspection 
of the company’s lines’ showed great 
congestion, and that the company was 
not providing the ‘‘safe, adequate and 
convenient”’ service called for by its con- 
tract. He added that traffic had in- 
creased phenomenally in. the last five 
years, and that the company had not 
kept up with the number of cars re- 
quired for proper operation. 

Mr. Nicholson said that there had not 
been the time to make-a detailed esti- 
mate of the number of cars needed for 
the improvements suggested in his let- 
ter. “A rough estimate is that at least

Agrees to Add to Holdings in 
the Guayaquil & Quito— 
$600,000 Involved. 


Terms - of a contract by. which the 
Government of Ecuador buys control of 
the Guayaquil & Quito Railroad, the 
only railroad there,’ were learned yes- 
terday. Dr. Guerrero Martinez, the Act- 
ing President of Ecuador, has agreed to 
purchase 57,069 shares of preferred and 
common stock of the railroad company, 
which, added to the 49 per cent. of stock.
